NEW REVENUE LAW. 



Dates On Which the New War 
Taxes Go Into Effect. 



ISTEBBSTIXO TO TAXPAYERS. 



Collector of Internal Revenue Roberta 
gives the following dates when the vari 
ous provisions of tbe new war revenue 
law go into effect: 

July 1st— Adbeiive stamp taxes. 

July 1st— All special taxes. 

Aug. 12th— Adulterated flour tax. 

June 14th— All other provisions oi the 
law. 

The items upon which war taxes are 
collected at once are beer, tobacco, ci 
gars, cigarettes, snufi and tea. To this 
extent the new revenue act ia now in 
force The stamp and special tax fea 
turas do not take effect until July 1st, 
and the tax on mixed flour is not collecta- 
ble until sixty days after midnight Mon 
day, from which the law dates. 

The following circular of instruction 
has been issued to Collectors of Internal 
Revenue, and a copy has been received 
by Collector Roberts of the Seventh Dis- 

"The Revenue Act of June 13th. 189£, 
providing stamp taxes on the documents 
in schedules A and B of said Act, be- 
comes operative as to such taxes on and 
after July 1st, 1898 In view of the pub 
lie demand for information relative te 
the method uf procuring, affixing and 
cancelling said stamps, tbe following in- 
structions are furnished, with tba request 
that you give the same the widest pub- 
licity possible Adhesive stamps of the 
following denominations will be supplied 
Collectors before July 1st, 1808, for sale. 

Documentary stamps under schedule 
A— I, 2, 3, 4. 5. 10. a 1 ) and 50 cents, 
$1. $2, 85, f 10 and $50 

Proprietary stamps, schedule B— t. |, 
f, f 1, Hi >. 8*. « *od 5 cents. 

These stamps may be sold to any per 
son, whether for use or resale and when 
purchased in quantities of f 100 or more 
in value at one time, a discount of 1 per 
cent, is allowed. Whenever practicable 
but one stamp should be placed upon an 
instrument or article; where any one 
stamp will not denote the tax, as faw 



Proprietary stamps must be affixed i 
conspicuously on the outside of the ar- j 
tide or package, and where practicable, 
so that the opening of the article or | 
package will destroy tbe stamp. All! 
such stamps must be plainly cancelled 
when affixed by writing with a hand 
stamp the initials of the party or firm 
who paid the tax. and the year when 
affixed. 

Collectors should make orders at once 
for proprietary and documentary stamps 
in quantities and of the denomination 
desired for a two month's supply. 

Stamps for checks and drafts will be 
imprinted upon the paper or instruments 
in the cities of New York, Chicago, 8t. 
Louis, Atlanta, and San Francisco, and 
it is expected that such imprinted stamps 
will be ready for delivery before July 1st. 

All orders for such stamps will be made 
through Collectors and forwarded to tbe 
atamp agent at the place where such 
stamps are imprinted. If necessary the 
2 cent documentary stamp may be used 
on bank checks, drafts, etc. 

Private dies for printing proprietary 
stamps will be prepared and furnished to 
such proprietors as desire tbem and com- 
ply with the provisions of Bection 0 of 
the Act of June 18th, 18»9. All designs 
for dies and applications for stamps must 
be submitted to this offlce through Col- 
lectors. Ail engraving will be done by 
the Government, at the expense of pro- 
prietors, and deposits to cover cost of 
dies and the price of stamps (not less 
than $2,000 at one time,) must be made 
before tbe stamps will be printed. Man- 
ufacturers of proprietary articles will be 
required to use the general proprietary 
stamps until stamps can be furnished 
from their designs. 

Collectors will retain applications for 
private dies and stamps therefrom until 
regulations prescribing methods and 
means of securing same are issued. Tbe 
regulations relative to the stamp provi- 
sions of the Revenue Act, approved 13th 
inst , will be issued and distributed in a

Cloee to Santlag-o De Cuba and 



Wasiiinoton, June 24.— Secretary 
Alg-er and Gen. Miles were in confer- 
ence in the secretary's office at 4 
o'clock Thursday afternoon when the 
first Madrid bulletin announcing- that 
fighting had begun was shown to them. 
The secretary read it aloud with evi- 
dent satisfaction and both of them ex- 
pressed themselves gratified with this 
favorable report coming as it did from 
the enemy. There was no surprise 
that the fighting had begun so soon. 
It was suggested by the reporter that 
the troops had completed their land- 
ing only Thursday morning. 

"Yes, but they have gone there to 
fight and are ready to begin at once.' 
replied Gen. Miles. Se9retary Alger 
said no word had been received up to 
that hour indicating that fighting was 
in progress. Be had no reason to 
doubt, however, that our troops had 
encountered the Spanish forces and 
had given good account of themselves 
He commented on Adm. Cervera s cable 
that the situation was "critical" and 
that the Spaniards had been obliged 
to retire, as in strange contrast with 
Madrid's claim of a "Spanish victory." 

Gen. Miles said that the American 
troops would now push forward ag- 
gressively, driving in the Spanish and 
forcing them to fight There was not 
a suggestion of apprehension or doubt, 
either with Secretary Alger or Gen. 
Miles as to what the outcome would 
be. They had made their plans well 
and they were confident Gen. Shafter 
and his troops would be hammering at 
the gates of Santiago before long. 

The impression here is that the 
Spaniards will make their strongest 
stand close to Santiago and the inner 
harbor within the range of protection 
of the guns of the big Spanish cruisers 
lying there. There is no doubt that 
until these ships are removed from the 
field of operations the campaign 
against Santiago will be conducted 
against odds The guns of the ships 
command the hills over which 
our soldiers must come to attack the 
town and reach the bay. but we will 
soon bring our own artillery into play. 
The naval officials here believe that 
when the time comes for an attack by 
land upon the town Sampson will 
force his way into the harbor and take 
part in the engagement They arc sat- 
isfied the wreck of the Merrimac does 
not completely block the channel, and 
say if Sampson does not come in the 
Spanish fleet is likely to make a des- 
perate effort to get out The mines 
are to be considered in such c 
it is believed that once Morro castle 
is taken by the combined attack of 
the soldiers and fleet, these obstruc- 
tions can be easily removed with the 
experienced gained in Guantanamo 
bay. 

The only positive news coming to 
the war department up to the close of 
of office hours was a dispatch to Gen. 
Miles from one of his staff officers with 
Gen. Shatter, ami also a brief dispatch 
to Gen. Greely from Lieut CoL Allen. 
, Gen. Miles' dispatch stated 
stance that the landing of troops has 
been completed without any casual- 
ties save to one Cuban soldier who had 
his arm Injured by the bursting of a 
shell. The troops of Garcia and 
Kabi, about 5,700 in number, had 
met the Americans with enthusi- 
astic greetings. Stress was laid 
upon the point that the Cubans 
were well armed and well disciplined. 
Gen. Garcia was confident that his 
forces would be swelled to 10,000 men 
as soon as Santiago falls. About the 
only need among the Cubans was shoes 
and quinine. 

Will Use Postage Stamp*. 
Washington, June 24.— The secre- 
tary of the treasury has decided to 
make temporary use of postage stamps 
for internal revenue purposes under 
the new war revenue act, and Thurs- 
day the first lot of about a million was 
delivered for shipment to collectors. 
It is ostimated that about 25,000,000 
postage stamps will be required to 
meet the needs of the service until the 
regular issue can be furnished in suffi- 
cient quantities.

In Gen. Uarcia's Cami, kVMBM* I>i;- 
ran, Santiaoo de Cuba, June 23, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 24.— A Cuban 
who left the city of Santiago on Mon- 
day night arrived at Gen. Garcia s 
camp on Tuesday morning with accu- 
rate maps of the harbor and of the 
earthworks surrounding it. The ships 
of Adm. Cervera have moved from the 
position they were in three dB.ys ago, 
and now lie in almost a cirile, sur- 
rounding a small island and lighthouse 
about half way up the four-mile har- 
bor. The armored cruiser Cristobal 
Colon, which is uninjured, lies to the 
west, commanding with her port bat- 
tery the narrow neck of the harbor, 
while the Vizcaya. also uninjured, lies 
to the east, her starboard battery look- 
ing down upon the same neck. 

Both of the Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyers are temporarily disabled, one 
having been struck by fragments of 
the shells that sank the Reina Mer- 
cedes, and the other having her boiler 
tubes and engines in course of re- 
pair.

A dispatch from the governorof San- 
tiago de Cuba says: "The attack on 
Seboney and Paiquiri continued 
until nightfall.
